Tientsin, Oot. 29.— Tho newa.of the de-' 
feat of the Chineae'north' of the iXalu river 
has cauBod consternation here. Chtoeae 
officials do nob attempt to deny the serious 
nature of the disaster. Tho next fighting' 
is expeoted at Porb Arthur. 

Yokohama, Oob. 29.— The Chinese ocoupy 
a very strong position ab Honwang, the 
caatle being guarded by 20,000 men. Troops 
are being massed at Kinohow with a view 
to the defence of Port Arthur. The Japan- 
ese havo completely blocked Talienwan and 
Porb Arthur and all tho adjacent bays and 
ports. Further Japanese forces havo landed 
ab Seikiotu, south of Port Arthur. 

San Francisco, Oot. 29.— Tho Japanese 
of the Pacific Coaab havo already sent 
§10,000 to the war department, and a like 
■urn will probably be sent by the next 
steamer leaving for the Orient. The society 
has made no attempt to direot how tho 
money shall be used, and leaves thab to the 
department at home. 

Vancouver, Oof). 29 —The following 
ffioial oablegram has been received by Con- 
ul Shlmezu : " Advanoed column of our firct 
army began to croaB Yalu rivor on the 24th 
Ootober, and aftor a fight of over three 
hours captured Hooaan, near Kinlanohang. 
Opposing forces numbering 3,500 wore 
utterly routed and scattered." 

Washington Citv, Oot. 29. — The Jap- 
anese legation has received a dispatch whioh 
confirms the news published in diapatohes 
from Shanghai of a second victory of the 
Japanese army under Marshal Yamagata. 
The telogram is dated Hiroshima, and-reada 
8 follows : 

B&foro dawn of Ootober 26, our army, 
under Marshal Yamagata, attacked Einlen- 
oheng, one of tho important strongholds 
upon the Chinese frontier. Tho place was 
defended by 16,000 troops under GenB. Lin 
and Song. They fled after offering only a 
slight resistance, and the Japanese forces 
took possession of the fortifications and the 
city. They captured thirty large field guns, 
an immense quantity of rice, food of other 
kinds, otc, and more than 300 tents. The 
Japanese loss was twenty killed nnd eighty- 
three wounded. The Chinese lost more 
than 200 killed, but the exact number of 
their wounded is not known." 

It is believed ab the Japanese legation 
that the Gen. Lin mentionod in the abovo 
diapatoh is the noted Chinese commander 
who played a prominent part during the 
Tonking difficulty, aad to whom ib was 
recently reported Viceroy Li Hung Chang 
bad offered the ohief command of the Chinese 
army. 

A touching story is told of a Japanese 
bugler, who had just sounded the '* oharge," 
when he received a bullet in the breast. He 
was urged to lay aside his bugle, as any 
fresh exertion would make a hemorrhage, 
proving fatal. The reply was another blast 
of the " charge " as he toppled over. 

A Tokyo paper abates that prior to a 
Chinese naval inspection by Li Hung Chang, 
the men manufactured cannon balls out of 
clay, painted them black and passed inspec- 
tion with this bogus equipment. 

The gold ingots and coins captured by 
the Japanese at Pingyang amount to 700,- 
000 yen. 

Counb Oyama, che war minister, has is- 
sued a proclamation urging tho troops to 
show every kindness to the Chinese wound- 
ed, adding thab " they should not bo more 
anxious to display courage than charity." 

The Japanese legation to-night received 
the following cable from their government : 

The second army of Japan, under the 
oommand of Marshal Yamagata, effected a 
landing near Tahlenwan with groat auc-

- Montreal, Oot, 80.— Ex-Premier Meroier 
died at 9:10 this morning. During his brief 
career, for ab the, .time ! of. his death Mr. 
Merc.nfr.was only . 54 years of age, he had 
contrived to occupy a prominent position in 
the affairs of the province of Quebec, and 
through them to attraot the attention of the 
people of the entire Dominion. During his 
adminietration there were raised queationa 
which appealed to the keenesb susceptibil- 
ities 
ing

atandi^g whioh wbb generally bell 
to exist. Thab Mr. Meroier was clever 
there uan be no doubt but with him, accord- 
ing to hla oppononte, it wae ever considered 
that the end justified the means. The son of 
a habitant farmer he was born in St. 
Athanaso in the district of Iberville in 1840, 
and received his education at the Jesuits' 
college, Montreal. He studlod law and was 
admitted to the bur in 1867. From 1862 to 
1864 he edited Le Courrier do St. Hyacintho, 
temporarily reBuming the oonduot of that 
paper in 1866. In 1872 ho was returned to 
the House of Comciona for Rouville as a 
supporter of Le Parti National, which at 
that time went to the province of Quebeo 
with a protectionist plank in its platform, 
but subsequently affiliated with tho Ontario 
Liberals under Hon. Alexander MacKenzie. 
He did not offer himself In 1874, Mr. Cheval, 
who had formerly occupied the seat, being 
re-eleoted. On the death of Hon. Pierre 
Baohaud in May 1879, he was elected to 
the provincial legislature for St. Hyacinths, 
ocoupying for a Bhort time the position of 
Solicitor-General in the Joly government. 
He retained this portfolio until the resigna- 
tion of Hon. Mr. Joly in tho auoceeding 
Ootober. In January, 1887, on the retire- 
ment of the administration of Hon. L O. 
Taillon, ho became premier of tho province, 
assuming the position of Attorney-General. 
In 1888 he was appointed by His Holiness 
the Pope Knight Grand Crosa of the Order 
of Gregory the Great, and received eeveral 
distinguished marks of the favor of the 
Supreme Pontiff. His polioy— financially 
and otherwise — failing to commend itsolf to 
the peoplo, who believed that he was rush- 
ing the province headloDg into bank- 
ruptcy, he and his friends were 
defeated at the polls and Mr. Mercier being 
a physical wreok, Hon. Mr. Marohand 
assumed the leadership of the Provincial 
Liberals. For months Mr. Meroier may be 
Baid to have been dying, and the farewell 
between him and hia old political opponent, 
Hon. J. A. Chaploau, several weeks since, 
may bo regarded as one of those events 
which are worthy of record in these days of 
high pressure and aoant oourteBy — politics.

Impossible Things Seem Possible— Will Be 
Able to Attend the Marriage. 

St. Pkteksbuiui, Oot. 29.— The official 
bulletin sent from Livadia ab 6 o'olock this 
evening saya : "Tho Emperor ate littlo to- 
day. Ho felt woaker. Tho cough, whioh 
haa long troubled him, in consequonoo of 
ohronio catarrh of the throat and traohoa, 
haa grown perceptibly worse and interforos 
with hia breathing. His cxpectorationa are 
tinged with blood." 

Tho annivorsary of tho Czar's esoapo in 
tho railway ocoidont near Borki was olosed 
with a special ToDoum in tho ohapel ab Liva- 
dia yesterday. Among thoso present waa 
tho C/.irina, tho Czarowitoh and tho Prln- 
cosa Allx of Hesso. 

It is reportod that Boveral persona havo 
been arrested in Odessa by order of tho 
govornor for expressing tho belief that the 
Cz*r was doad. 

London, Oot 29.— Tho Daily Telegraph 
bad this diapatoh from Yalta yesterday : 
" Tho Czarevitch's marriage is not impend- 
ing as the religious preliminaries havo not 
boen arranged. Since Wednesday tho Czar 
haa risen botween 7=30 and 8 a.m., and has 
dressed himself unaesiBted. He remains all 
day in the armchair and opens and reads all 
his letters. Ho takes too littlo caro of his 
health and attaches too littlo importance to 
hia physicians' counsels and orders."

EASTERN HOP GROWING. 

Governor Flower Tells New York Farmers 
That They Cannot Compete With 
the West. 

Rome, N.Y., Oob. 29.— Governor Flower 
apoke ab Oneida to-day on the hop ques- 
tion to a large audience. "I would advise 
you," he said, " to raise fewer hops in this 
state. The 36,000 acres in the state devoted 
to hop culture yield 540 pounds per acre. 
In California the yield is 2,025 pounds per 
Bcre ; in Washington 1,660 pounds ; in 
Oregon 1.5S0, nearly three times as much 
per aore aa the yield of thia stato. Now, 
can our hop growers suooeaafully compete 
with those, of California, Washington and 
Oregon ? Just as I have advised farmera to 
stop raising wheat and oorn here in compe- 
tition with the farmers owniBg oheap lands 
in the West, so I advise yon with reference 
to hops. Do not try to enter a contest in 
which you will surely be beaton in a fow 
years."

San Francisco, Oot. 30.— Another big 
will contest, tho amount involved being half 
a million dollarB, ia being tried here.

The Central News oorrospoudent in Tokio 
telegraphs : It is not believod hero that 
the Japaneao will attack Port Arthur bofore 
tho end of tho week. Gon. Nodzu, who 
conimanda tho advance forco of tho Jap 
uneao army, has abandoned tho purauit of 
the fugitivoa from Kulienchao aa ho does not 
wiah to be burdened with any more priaon- 
era. The Japanese march upon Feu Huang 
Cheng has begun. 

The Daily Gruphio prints this dispatoh 
under a Yokohama date : Tho Chinese fleet 
is centring in Chinkow, with a viowof do 
fending Port Arthur against tho Japaneao, 
The intention of the Japanese is to blockade 
Port Arthur, Tallinwan and all nearby 
portu and bays. 

Advices from Moukdon otato that Gen- 
eral Tao's force mus not annihilated in tho 
battle of Ping Yang. The groator part of 
it oacaped and reformed under General Nioh. 
It ia believed at Moukden that tho Japan- 
ese will require a much iargor army than 
they possess, to Bocuro the Chinese palaco 
treasure. 

Tho Shanghai correspondent of the Daily 
News telegraphs : A dispatch from Chekoo 
saya a Russian fleet haB arrived there, and 
that a Japanese flaot of eleven vbbbcIb, in- 
cluding several torpedo boats, is at VVoi- 
haiwei. 

A dispatoh to the Times from Shanghai 
says the Chinese fleet has been ordered to 
protect Shanhaikwan. The dispatch adds 
that a Japanese fleet with thirty-four tor- 
pedo boats is threatening Weihaiwoi. 

Tho Central News correspondent in Shang- 
hai says that is rumored in Tien Tsin that 
tho young limpress is doad, but the fact will 
not bo unnouncod nor mourning be worn by 
the court until after the birthday of the 
Dowager Empreea. 

Tho London correspondent of the Berlin 
Kreuz Zsitung had an interview with a Jap- 
anese attache here yeaterday. The attache 
taid he had learned privately from friends 
acquainted with Manchuria that for a train- 
ed army campaigning in that region would 
be easier in winter than in summer. The 
ioe in Korea bay would not suffice to prevent 
the free movement of the Japanese warships. 

The Times publishes a dispatch from Yo- 
kohama Baying that a third Japanese arm}-, 
numbering 25,000 men, is assembled at Hi- 
roshima. 

The Japanese legation hore has received 
offioial telegrams from Tokyo confirming the 
reports of tho fighting at Kiulen. They cay 
the Japanese lose was twenty killed and 
eighty-three wounded, field Marshal Count 
Yamagata ia now at Wiju.

EARTHQUAKES IN ARGENTINE. 

Horrlblo Scenes— Many Lives Sacrificed— At 
Least Two Thousand Victims. 

New York, Cob. 29,— Tho Herald haB the 
following : " Buenos Ayres, Argentine, Oot, 
28. —Tho Herald's correspondent at La Rio 
Ja, capital of tho province of tho same 
name, telegraphs that the city has boen 
ruined by last night's earthquake. The 
churches, achoola and publio edifices are all 
thrown down. The people are camping out 
in the neighborhood. Comparatively few 
were killed, as there was a general rush into 
the open air when the fir.se shock camo at 
4:30. At times the shocks last 26 SEConds 
The scene was a horrible one, women Bhriek- 
ing and fainting on overy hand as the walls 
o ime crashing down, Two sisters of mercy 
'%ere killed and many more aro entombed 
beeeath the ruins. The governor fearB that 
the killed and wounded throughout tho 
province must number at least two thou- 
sand, as many of the outlying towns suf 
fered greatly. 

From San Juan de la Frontera tho Her, 
aid's correspondent reports that the shocks 
continued during tho night though they 
were leas violont in charaotor. Not a house 
in town is w i tin ut damage. It is reported 
that in various parts of the province the 
ground opened and a geyser of boiling water 
and mud spurted forth. Couriers continue 
to arrivo hero with nows of tho damage 
wrought in tho various departments and 
towns. Tho villago of Del Arbordon has 
been completely swallowed up in tho hu^o 
gapB which opened In tho ground. Tho 
national government is Heuding apocial 
trains with doctors, tents, food and overy 
kind of assistanoo, as woll as laborers, to 
dear away the wreckago. Though tho shock 
was folt in othor parts of the country it was 
loaa severo than In the provinces of San Juan 
do la Frontera and Rio Ja, whore tho dam- 
ago was very great.

Plumper Pass, Oct. 29. — (Special)—

iohanlndiansroturning from the Cohoa fish- 
ing were landed on tho wharf by the steamer

Large Consignment of Pig Lead for 
the Tacoma Exciting Suspicion 
as Contraband. 



Warships Bouud for Poru in Haste, 
Only One Remaining at 
This Station. 



It is expected that the Northern Paoifio 
liner Tacoma will sail for the Orient early 
thie morning. She will have a cargo of 
about 1.800 tons, 1,200 tona of which ie 
flour She alao has several cara of con- 
densed milk and 200 tonB of oil. Two 
Chineso women, Su Sing and Ah Chow, who 
were brought over from China to bo odu. 
cated at tho Home miasiou at Portland, 
will go to China on the ship, as 
will also tho six Chineao who were 
ordered deported by Collector Saunders. 
A Taooma preaa dispatch ol yeatorday eaya : 
" The first cargo attempted to be Bent from 
the port of Tacoma, which has aroused the 
suspicions of the customs ofHosrs as being 
perhaps contraband of war to be utilized 
in the present campaign between China aud 
Jf.pftD, ie ft shipment of ten oara of p'gkad, 
which arrived here laat Saturday over the 
Northern Pacific railroad, billed for Yoko- 
hama to go out on the steamer Tacoma, 
which leaves here for tho Orient to-morrow 
night. The Balbach smelter and refin- 
ing company of Nowark, N. J , is 
the shipper of tho metal, tho con- 
signee being a mystery, the way bills 
of the cargo simply Btatiog that the 
stuff Ib going to Yokohama city. Tho load 
may bo intended to ba usod for the making 
of pipe, the statement being made hero that 
the city of Yokohama is at presonb building 
a system of waterworks and ia importing 
the auspicious oonBi'gument for the purpose. 
The lead is orude bullion, imported smelted 
and refined in bond, ouch pig containing 250 
pounda. Deputy Collectorof Customs James 
Horsey has been undecided regarding its ex- 
portation, and to-night telegraphed his su- 
perior, Collector Saunders, at Port Town- 
send, inquiring for instructions in tho prom- 
ises. A reply to Dorsey'a tolegmm is ex 
pec:ed the first thing in the morning." 

NAVAL MOVEMENTS. 

H.M.S. Champion returned from Van- 
couver yesterday, whither she had taken 80 
bluejackets from H.M.S. Pheasant for trans- 
portation to England via tho CP. R. and 
Allan lino. This evening tho Champion in 
company with the fligahip Royal Arthur, 
now in Vancouver, proceeds South, pre- 
sumably in connection with the Peruvian 
trouble. The Champion goea from hero to 
Acapulao, whero she coals for tho continu- 
ation of the voyage to Callao. It ia said 
that she has orders to steam tho entiro voy- 
age, and this is significant that tho business 
South is important and pressing. Generally 
on a long voyage the Champion covers tho 
greatest portion under Bail, for which she is 
better adapted than moBt warships. An 
will bn remembered, it is only very recently 
that HM.S. Satellite was ordered South 
from E;quimalt, and the nature and import- 
ance of the business which oalls for four 
British warships iu the South can in a way 
be imagined. But one ship Is left in E-qui- 
malt, the Pheasant. The Hyacinth, so far 
aa ia known, will remain in Honolulu for 
some lime yet. |

THE FROZEN NORTH. 

'Celebration of Alaska's Birthday-Gold Mining 
aud Prospectlng-Crematlon— The Fabled 
Lake Not Yet Found. 

Pokt Townsend, Oot. 29 — (Per stoamer 
Chilcat) -Juneau, Oot. 18 —Tho twenty- 
soventh anniversary of the formal acqui- 
sition of Alaska by tho United States was 
fittingly oolebrated at this place on the 
18th instant. There are in this placo three 
persona who were present at Sitka when the 
formal transfer waa made and the Btara and 
stripes substituted for the royal Russian en- 
sign floating abovo tho oitadel, one of whom 
waa David Flannery, the ofSolal standard 
bearer on that important occasion. 

A new placer discovery ia reported from 
Barner'a bay, where coarso gold was found 
in a flume ditch being dug for the Berner 
B »y mining and milling Company. Two of 
tho nuggets found weighed §9 and $23 re- 
spectively. 

Tho Alaskan, published at Sitka, haa 
p issed into the hands of Rev. E. O. Smith, 
who will continue its publication. Mr. Smith 
haa also purchased tho plant of the dtfunct 
Herald, also of that place. 

Charles Welch, a returning Yukon pros- 
pector, reports tho finding at Trumbley bar 
of a body su'osi quently identified aa that of 
Alexander McDonaid, an old-timo prospector 
of that region, who had spent Beveral win- 
ters in tho wilderness alone. 

Tho rito of cremation wag carried out on 
the 7ch iust. , on Douglas island, the body 
being that of a woman found dead in a cab- 
n near the Mission. The custom of burn- 
ng tho dead still obtains among tho nativo 
Tlingeta, even where long contact with the 
whitea has modified their habitB very 
materially. Tho bodie8 of deoeaBcd sha- 
mans, or aorcerera, are, however, with much 
ceremony, deposited in boxes elevated on 
posts. The ashes of tbe cremated bodies 
are carefully preserved and with offerings 
from the family and friends, BometimeB 
amountiog|to|hundredBoi dollars iu value, 
placed in small mortuary chapels in a com- 
mon cemetery. 

Sax Fkancisco, Oct. 28 —Count V. E. 
De Gainville, of Pans, haa arrived in thia 
city per ateam whaler Jeannette after live 
years' hunting trip in the unexplored wilds 
of Alaska and the NorthweBt territory. All 
tho country he passed through was moun- 
tainous and generally wooded. He saw 
many placea where valuable coal mineB 
could bo developed. He searched carefully 
for traces of gold on the Upper Yukon river, 
where fables have been told of the vaBt 
riches which there await the adventurous 
miner. He was not able to verify these 
stories. He found traces of gold, but no- 
where oould ho discover any rich deposit. 
On one of his tripB Do Gainville searched 
for tho reputed big Esquimaux lake east of 
the Mackenzie river. He Bpent much time 
and went over much country, but was un- 
able to diacover if tho immense lake of 
which other travellers claim to have heard 
natives speak really exists. He did, how- 
ever, find many small lakea in clusters, as 
well aa numerous creeks.

Mr. Fred. Toms of Ottawa Will Erect Vie 
ivrla's New I'ost OHlce and 
Custom House. 

A special to tho Colo.nist from its Ottawa 
correspondent annouueos that tho ontract 
for the new public buildings at Victoria, for 
use aa poac office and custom house, has been 
awarded to Fred Toma of Ottawu, whoso 
tender waa the lowest roceived arjd consid- 
erably below any British Columbia tender, 
Mr. Toma is an old und experienced con- 
tractor who hua erected a number of im 
portant public buildings in Ontario and tho 
Northwcat. Ho cxpecta to commenca oper- 
ation here at tho earliest posaiblo date, and 
may be looked for to arrive iu Victoria 
within tho next fow days. 

Tho elevation sketch of tho now buildings 
has been on exhibit ion in tno Colonist win 
dow for aonio littlo time past and VicLorianB 
are in consiquenco aomowhat familiar with 
tho general appearance of tho proposed 
offices Tho plana provide for a very hund 
some structure of out aandBtono, four stories 
high and with a basomont. Tho main build 
ing, which will front ou Government atrout, 
will bo practioally 175 feot tquare, and bo- 
hind it the customs warehouse will oxtond 
back in tho shapo of an L, tho full dopth of 
the lot, leaving a courtyard in tho oentro 
with tho opon side facirg tho government 
grounds across tho bay. There will bo 
practically no " back viow " of tho build- 
ings, aa ou all Bidos tho Bamo handsome cut 
Btoao work will bo carried out, so that from 
every point of view tho build logs will pro 
sent a fine exterior. Tho present intention 
ia to cover the roof with copper, and in 
every detail the work will bo of tho very 
best description. Tho ohief entrances will 
bo at oaoh end of tho Government street 
front. 

Mr. Thomaa Fullor, ohief govornmont 
architect at Ottawa, drew tho plana. Hq 
was the arohltoot of the Ottawa parliament 
buildings, and tho famous state oapitol at 
Albany, Now York. Tho variouB Dominion 
departmental offices will be located in the 
now buildings with tho exception of marino 
and fisheries, which will be placed in tho old 
custom houso. Tho now buildings are oati 
matod to coBt §190,000 in addition to tho 
site, for whloh §75,000 was paid.

It Is not 
claimed thab he is either as able or aa 
brillianb a man aa Chief Justice Meredith, 
whom ho has succeeded, but it ia believed 
that he possesses sterling qualitiea which 
will mako him a successful leader. 



A dreadful murder waa committed in 
Listowol, Ontario, a few days ago. A 
young girl of fourteen years of ago living in 
tho neighborhood of the town waa bar 
barously murdered in broad daylight. Tho 
body waB found Bhortly after the doed waa 
oommittcd in tho woods coverod with mosa 
and fearfully mangled. The description of 
tho romalna of tho poor child is absolutely 
sickening, and led to the conclusion that 
the murderer oould not possibly have 
been sano. As might bo supposed 
the newB of this deed of fiendish 
brutality created great oxcitoment in 
the neighborhood and, if the murderer 
had been found when it was at its hoight, ho 
would suroly have been lynohod. Moro 
than ono person waa arrested, but none of 
them could be detained as the murderer. 
Tho Toronto Empire, disgusted with the 
apathy or tho inefficiency of the department 
of justice in Ontario, said in its issue of 
the 2-Uh inst. : "Four clear days havo 
passed and this civilized and supposed to be 
woll protected community is still left to 
pondor ovor the frightful oaso." We gather 
from the Mall of the same date that a 
reward had not even then been offered 
for the discovery and apprehension of tho 
murderer. One would suppose in suoh a 
osbo that a reward would have been offered 
immediately, not only by the Provincial 
Government, but by the municipality in 
whioh tho abominable deed waa oommltted. 

Ib waa supposed that the murderer must be 
a tramp, asuapiolouB looking oharaoterhaviDg 
been seen lurking about the town on the day 
of the murder. Bub the failure to trace the 
murderer did nob exoite muoh surprise. 
Murdcra are committed in large towna 
almost within sight of policomen and 
where any number of trained detootivea are 
at the command of the authorities, yet the 
murdereri escape. Jack the Ripper is a caBe 
in point. How did that wretch manage to 
olude the offioers of Justice, and how ia it 
that those offioers were unable to traok and 
apprehend him ? If the fiend who commit- 
ted a serioa of murdera in a oity where 
officers of the law are to be met at every 
corner waa suffered to escape, what 
is to be expected of inexperienced 
constables of a rural diatriob who 
most likely by their blundering gave the 
criminal every chance to escape before 
skilled detectivea were employed in the 
case 1 

Tho murderer of Jesaia Keith, however, 
was not to escape. At the very tim 
which the Umpire was complaining of the 
inefficiency of the administration of tha law 
in Ontario the murderer had been appro 
hended. He was soon identified aa the man 
who had been skulking about Listowol 
Articles of women", wearing ayparel whioh 
he b*d in his possession, wen olaimed by 
persons living in the village. When the 
misoreont found that he could not possibly, 
escape ho confessed aad related »me of the 
abominable details of his crime. His name 
is Chatelle, and it does not appear thab he is 
at all insane. The worfd will no Joubb soon, 
bo rid of the monater.

NEW ZEALAND EXPERIMENTS. 



THIS VWTORIA ELECTION. 



. ORIMINALLY PROSECUTED. 

A' criminal action as woll aB a civil one 
has been entered against Mr. Emanuol St. 
Louis, of Curran Bridge notoriety. The 
case will, no doubt, bo vigorously prose- 
cuted. The peoplo of Canada, from one ond 
to the other, tako a livoly interest in the 
■'Ourrun Bridgo soandal, and thoy expect 
'that the Government will do all in its 
power to havo juBtioe done without fear, 
ifavor or affeotion. Here is a Bummary of 
tho charges preferred against Mr. St. Louis : 
Thab Emanuol St. Louis of Montreal, be- 
tween tho twenty-fourth of February and 
tho seventh of Juno, 1893, obtained from tho 
■Queen the sum of $144,874 with intent to 
defraud. 

2. Thab he, bebween bho Baid 24th of Feb- 
ruary and tho 7th of Juno, 1893, inolusive, 
obtained §1,801. 40 with intent to defraud. 

3. That he, betwoon tho C'.h of Maroh and 
the 7th of June, 1893, inolusive, obtained 
$12,337.37 with intent to defraud. 

4. Thab ho, bobwoen tho 20th of Maroh 
and the 7th of Juno, 1893, inclusive, obtain- 
ed $10,913 92 with intent to defraud. 

5. That ho, between tho 12th of January 
and the 7th of Juno, 1893, inclusive obtain- 
ed $425 70 with intent to dofraud. 

8. Thab Her MujoBty tho Queen at all tho 
time between tho 24th of February and tho 
7th of June, 1893, waa, and still is, a orod- 
ibor of Emanuol Sb. Louis, and that the said 
Emanuel St. Louis at the oity of Montreal, 
on or about tho 7th day of Juno, 1893, with 
intent to defraud Her Majosty tho Queon, 
who wua then a oroditor of the said Emanuel 
St. Louis, did unlawfully destroy hia booke, 
papers and writings, to wit : time bookB, 
chooks, bank hooka, journals, ledgora and 
balanoo shoot. 

Mr, St. Louis has, by tho way ho carried 
out his labor oontraot, brought on himaolf 



It is evialont now thab very Httlo wa^ 
known abcub the eleotioo in Victoria (Aus- 
tralia) even after it was over and a now 
Govornment formed. FroteotionioiB in this 
northern hemiophoro claimed ib aa a vic- 
tory for protection, and freo trado.-s enthu- 
siastically declared that ib was a triumph 
for freo trac*. The trutj. waa thai noither 
protection nor freo trade was ths issue. 
Tho peoplo of 1 Viotoria needed money- vory 
badly as they, wore faliing bohind ovory 
year. What thoy wantei-was a sjetom of 
taxation anti nn administration that would 
put an end to the ora of deficits. Thoy. 
wanted mora revenuo ant} they wantod tax- 
ation so imposed that it would bo aa littla 
burdensome to tho people aa possible. 

The able and well-informed writer of tba 
article "Tho Colonies'" in tho London 
Timoa in tho issuo of Ootober 12, said : 

Whatovor may have been tho original in- 
tention of its framors, tho Viotorian ta.iil 
exists as an instrument of' revenua. Ib ia as 
an instrument of rovenio that it must bo 
judged, and in this fact we got,,porhaps, 
some explanation of the apparent con- 
fusion whioh puts tho polioy of the 
free traders into the lipa of a 
nominally protectionist Prime Minfater. 
Privato tolegrams recaived in London have 
made it oloar that the elootisna were not 
conducted on uny pnro freo trado issuo, 
Out of tho 95 members roturced 44: msmbors 
were pledged to a substantial reduction of 
tho tariff and 14 to tariff reform in the Bonse 
that moanB the noagesb approach possible to 
froe trade. Thee* members represent a 
majority in the Assembly in favor of re- 
ducing tbo customs duties, and in tho light 
whioh they throw on tho situation it be- 
comes posaible'to connolvo that a f/ank re- 
vision of tho tariff for purpoaoa of revenue 
may be contemplated. 

The vlotory certainly was nob a freo trade 
victory, and no one pretonda to think that 
tho new Govornment that has boon formed 
since tho olootion is a free trado Govern- 
ment. 11 Tho party of tariff reform iu Via- 



The experiments with reepeot to the set- 
tlement of wild lands and tho encouragement 
of immigration that are going on in Now 
Zealand ahould he regarded with great in 
tercat by Canadian atatesmen and others 
who tako an intelligent intereab in the wel 
fare of thoir country. In Now Zealand the 
Government gives tho new settlor assistance 
in the shape of a oash advance, taking the 
land as security for repaymont. ThlB plan, 
on a limited scale has boon pronounced a de- 
cided success, and the Government haa been 
induced by that auooess to apply the princi 
pie to larger tracts of land. 

"In New Zealand," tho chronicler of 
colonial progress in tho London Timos aays, 
" the policy of developing the wealth of the 
soil has been froely adoptod, and the Ad- 
vanoes to Settlers bill, whioh passed ita 
third roading on Tuesday last, is an ex 
umplo of tho curious evolution through 
which protectionist principles are passing in 
that country. Land is now becoming the 
object of tho same paternal caro which was 
at one time extondod to manufaoturos. No- 
whoro, porhaps, could experiments of the 
kind be moro safely tried, and the 
result whioh it ia sought to ob 
tain ia important enough to juatify 
at least a fair trial of the systom, The sue- 
cesB of the village settlements scheme h 
no doubt encouraged Mr. Soddon'a Govern- 
ment to have confidonoo in tho extension of 
the aamo principle on a wider soale. The 
village settlement sohome had the advantage 
of Bpeoially ablo and cautious administra- 
tion. If the advances to sottlerB are made 
with tho samo stric; caro tho result will be 
no less satisfactory. It is, however, tho in 
herent woakuoss of all systems of adminis- 
trative protection that they neoessarily 
dopend too much on the oharactor and ability 
of individual offioials, and the aoheme 
whioh, if it bo well worked, may prove of 
great value to the agricultural population, 
may in feeble and inefficient hands become a 
source of unpardonable waste. 

This coming from tho Timea, the deter- 
mined enemy of governmental paternalism, 
ia very mild critioiam indeed. A few yeara 
ago the Thunderer would have denounced 
auoh a system of government dry-nursing 
in bhe mosb uncompromising and the moat 
contemptuous manner. But experience is 
teaching that great journal some valuable 
leaaona. It ia finding out that the lainsez 
faire polioy ia not always and everywhere 
the beat, and that individualism oan bo car- 
ried to a pernicious extreme. It is 
evidently watohiDg these Now Zealand 
experiments impartially and without pre- 
judice prepared to give the New Zealand 
Government full credit for any good results 
that may be aohicvod. ThiB is the frame of 
mind and the spirit in whioh all observers, 
no matter what their predileotiona may be, 
should watoh those vory important experi- 
ments. Latitude and longitude do not 
ohange principles and the plan of land settle- 
ment whioh works well in New Zsalan± 
ought to work well In British Columbia.

The city 'a water aupply ia now being 
brought direot from Beaver lake. It hod 
been intended to clean out a oouplo of tho 
filter beda. but the appropriation on hand 
was not sufficient to oarry out all the work, 
and nothing further will bo done till after 
tho opening of the tenders for the new 
water works loan debenturea. The time for 
reoeiving theae tenders expires on November 
1. Some $2,500 hai been expended at the 
lake ; one of the filter beds has been oleaned 
out and ia now used as a settling basin, a 
pipe being run from the main to conneot 
with it. On Saturday the other filter beda, 
whioh it haa been impossible to olean owing 
to want of funds, were cut off, a pipo with 
a strainer running through them being con- 
nected direot with the lake, and the water 
Btraining before it enters the pipe. Ae soon 
as moro money is forthcoming these latter 
filter beda will bo oleaned out and it will be 
turned into a Bottliog basin, the water sup- 
ply of the oity being then taken from the 
two settling baBinB until the new filter beda 
which are a part of the improvements con- 
templated to bo undertaken with the money 
from the new loan are made. Tho City 
Engineer thinks that in a day or two the 
water supply will show a great improve- 
ment, as the water of tho lake at thia time 
of the year ia higher than in summer and 
consequently hotter. Certainly it ia prefer- 
able to take tho water from the lake direct 
than to drain it through filter beda that aro 
aimply a maaa of filth. 

HERE TO COLONIZE. 

Arrival of Another Party of Norwegians to 
Take Up Lands lu BrltlsU 
Columbia. 

Quartered at the Occidental hotel last 
night was a party of five Norwogiau fam- 
ilies, who arrived from North Dakota on a 
semi-excursion tour, but whoso real objeot 
in that of nettling in British Columbia aud 
of finding homes for numbers of their follow 
country people, providing cirouniBtanoeB aro 
favorable. All will depend on their finding 
ia the province land euitublo for mixed 
farming, and on arrangements satisfactory 
to their.aolvea being made with the govern- 
ment. That there need be no difficulty on 
this score ia shown by the fact that only a 
fow dayB ago a large colony wero sent Nurth 
to settle at Holla Coola. As intimated, tho 
party ia tho advance guard of otherB, 
who, Iiko themselves, have sold out their 
proporty in Dakota and expoot to aottlo 300 
strong in somo eligible place. 

Jens JohnBon, travelling piosengor and 
road agent of the Northern Pacific railroad, 
iB in oharge of tho party and it has been his 
duty in piloting them hero to bIiow tho 
country on routn, and allow them to mako 
all tho noceaeary stoppage Ho says that 
they spent last Sunday at Yakima and woro 
favorably impressed with tho country. Oa 
Monday night thoy stayed at Tacoma and 
yesterday procoedod to Victoria on the 
ateamor City of Kingston. To-day thoy hope 
to hold a conforonce with tho government 
oflioiala and will afterwards go North as far, 
at loast, as tho Saimon river. Should tho 
conditions of tho land and climate there bo 
found as expooted they will at onoo settle 
and write for their frionds. Martin Strand- 
well ia president of tho party, whilo H. O. 
Bergh is secretary, holding that position, too, 
for a Minneapolis colony whoso interests aro 
also diroctod to British Columbia, It might 
bo stated that these families beforo remov- 
ing had no relations with tho one which haa 
alroady taken up land.

Opeui.'ier of the Hearing: of the Rob- 
'levy Cliarue Ag-aiust 
Joseph Aheren. 

The Prosecutor aud Other Wltnpsses 
Tell Their Stories -High Priced 
Refreshments- 



The "Trade Dollar" case, in whioh 
Joseph Aheren, proprietor of the saloon in 
question, is ohargod with " touohing " a 
patron of the house to the tune of $330, de- 
veloped an abuadanca of surprises ,whtn 
taken up before Magistrate Macrae in the 
city police court yesterday. Not only were 
the general public surprised but the police 
as well, and the latter's confidence in human 
nature and woman's promises received a se- 
vere shock. This camo through tho right- 
about face turn of Josqv Edwards, on whom 
they mainly rolled for a conviction. Her 
story told in the box and that previously 
narrated to the police wore just about 
as dissimilar as apple sauce and a 
billiard ball, and the remit was that 
instead of proving a valuable link in tho oase 
for the prosecution her testimony greatly 
strengthened tho defence. The evidence of 
other witnesses was, however, sufficient to 
startle the general public, and no doubt will 
alBO come as a surprise to the board of 
licensing commissioners, who may have 
something to say in connection later on 
The information was signod and sworn to 
by William HuBsoy, and charged the thett 
of §330 on the 23rd of October instant. 
Chief Sheppard cooduoted tho prosecution ; 
Mr. A. L Balyea appeared with Mr. George 
Morphy for tho defoDCO, and the examina- 
tion and cross-examination of Josey Edwards 
occupiod tbo entire morniog. 

This young woman in her examination-in- 
chief explained that she camo hero from San 
Franoisco, via Vanoouver, and had known 
the prosecutor and the accused about one 
week. On the night of Monday last— or 
rather about 1 o'clook of Tuesday morning — 
she met Hussey and bis friend in Joe Levy's 
restaurant, and th<«y had accompanied her 
t) her home at 127 Johnton street. Aheien 
was there at the time. She saw tho prose- 
cutor Hussey take a roll of bills from his 
friend's pocket while the friend was asleep, 
but did not know exactly how much the roll 
contaired- there were two $100 bills and a 
good many othor notes besides. She told of 
this to t he tenant of the house, who awoke 
the friend and told him of the taking 
o ! the money ; bo Baid it was all 
right. She (die witness) then li i; the house 
with Husoey to go down to the restaurant 
for breakfast, it then being about 3:30 a.m. 
They had got aB far as Douglas street when 
the accused whistled to them, and on their 
stopping, joined them. He walked with 
them to his saloon, which all three entered, 
witness having said she wanted a drink. 
They had several drinks, which Hussey 
paid for, and then rang up a hack and went 
to the restaurant. Did not know what was 
paid for the drinks — aocused served them. 
After breakfast, witness went for a drive 
with Hussey, in the course of which they 
visited a saloon by the water somewhere, 
and had three moro drinks. Then they re- 
turned to the Trade Dollar. Accuaed was 
there then with George Miller and several 
others, whose names she (witness) did not 
know. All were drinking together, and 
Hussey, the prosecutor, paid for the drinks. 
The first money paid out was a $5 note ; 
there were about; eight drinks in each 
round, but Bho did not aeo any 
change given. Tho second round pro- 
secutor also paid for with another 
$5 bill ; did not see him get any change out 
of that either ; among the later drinks wbb 
one champagne cocktail ; that coat $10 ; 
witness saw the notes given to that amount 
but did not see any change ; following this 
was another champagne cocktail ; a $100 
blil was tendered by Hussey for that, and 
he got some change back — a good many 
notes but she could not Bay to what amount; 
did not know whether acoused was there or 
not at this time — was pretty drunk herself ; 
they had several drinks more and then 
Hussey went away to see a dootor, while 
she (witness) lay down on the lounge in tho 
saloon card-room and had a nap ; when 
Hussey returned he had a bottlo of medicine 
which he Baid he had paid $120 for; they 
had several more drinks — five or six rounds 
— for which she did not know who paid, if 
anyone, and then a hack was called and she 
drovo with Hussey back to 127 Johnson 
street ; that was about four in the after- 
noon ; in the evening witneBB paid another 
visit to the Trado Dollar with Bevcral friends, 
HusBey not being, however, among them ; 
they did not stay long ; next saw the acoueod 
at his Buloon on Wednesday ; he had then 
said to her, " I hear that man (Hussey) has 
lost his money and I think you're liable to 
get in tr> uble over it — you'd better skip 
the town iol- a little while"; to thia wit- 
ness made no reply ; she had not seen uc- 
cused since, but on Thursday hud sent a 
meBbenger boy to tho saloon asking him fir 
Bomo money ; tho boy returned without 
any, and with the reply that Bhe owed $5 
for drinks already ; the prosecutor on the 
Tuesday had given the witness about $20 ; 
remembered calling for drinks at tho Trade 
Dollar in the afternoon when tho prosecutor 
was not there. Thoao drinks woro paid for 
out of the money given her by HuBsey. 

In tho cross-examination by Mr. Belyea, 
witness Baid that whon she first mot tho 
protejutor he had $5 ; tbon ho borrowed $5 
Irom his friend and gavo her tho $10. This 
waB before ho took tho money from his 
friend's pocket. All tho " fun " of tho 
night waB paid for out of tho friend's 
money. When Huasoy took tho monoy from 
hia friend's pocket he said ho was going to 
leuve it at the King'a Head, whore it would 
be nafe. It was only a littlo whilo aftor 
thil than ho took hor (witness) with him, 
and they went out. Tho "glorious spree" 
wi8 paid for out of Huasoy'a friend's monoy; 
witneBS did not know what tho " blow-out " 
ooat— had had very littlo experience of such 
outingf ; did not know how much champagne 
waB drunk duringthenight, orhowmuchwas 
left undrunk ; did not know what tho mod- 
inino was that tho prosecutor said he paid 
$120 for— it might have boon the gold cure ; 
did not aee Aheren and tho proar cutor to- 
gether alone that night ; did not remember 
seoing Aheren after breakfasting at tho res- 
taurant ; HuBsey gave hor iu all about $-lf) 
after leaving the house, and witness had $5 
when she wont homo in tho afternoon. 

Neithor tho re-examination nor tho subse- 
quent questioning by the Court dovelopod 
any new points und tho court then arose for 
luncheon. 

On resuming in tho afternoon, Joeoy Ed- 
wards was recalled by tho Court and ques- 
tioned ia reference to tho conversation with 
Aheron on tho Wodnosday afternoon, "I 
hear that that man that was with you is 
making trouble about his money," was what 
ho had Baid to her, and, sho admitted, "ho 
thon ofTorod to sond mo away ; ho said he'd 
givo mo enough money to go over to Seattle 
and that he'd eend for mo again ae soon as 
tho troublo blew ovor." 

This oponing now ovidonoe, Mr. Belyco 
availed himaolf of his right to oroua-oxamine, 
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and elioited the information that during the 
rtoess witness had had a talk with the 
Chief of Police in regard to the case. He- 
had askod her why she had not told this,, 
and she had said because sho had not been 
asked. When Aheren was at 127 Johnson 
atrcot there waB another man with him;, 
this she had forgotten to mention. She haa 
herself paid §20 for a drink over tho Trado 
Dollar bar and received no change ; could: 
not soy who waa behind tho bar nt the time. 
Then under a running fire of questions, the- 
witness finally admitted that she had » dis- 
tinct reoolleotion of everything that oc- 
curred except what might have transpired 
while she was aaleep. 

Nellie Preston, the tenant of 127 Johnson 
street, was next examined. Aheren she hud 
known for about five years. He came to 
the house on Johnson street shortly after 
midnight on Tuesday morning and remained 
until between 5:30 and G. Witness recog- 
nized proseoutor (Hussey) as " tho gentle- 
man who took the money out of the other 
man's pocket." This was about 5:30 in the 
morning. From information received from 
the first witness sho had gone to the room 
whore Hussey and his friend were, and asked 
the latter what he meant by taking the 
money out of the other's pocket. He said 
that ho had taken ib bo take care of ; 
one of the women then insisted upon his 
counting the money over in their presence, 
and he had done bo ; thero was something 
over 8300— two $100 bills and quite a few 
twenties ; after seeing tho money counted 
witness went down to the room where 
Aheren and h'ie friend were sitting and 
asked Aheren what she should do— wnethor 
she should call an officor or let Hussey take 
the money away with him ; Aheren said in 
reply to lot him have a look at the man ; 
he was told all about the occurrence and 
took a look at the prosecutor ; then ho 
told witness to lot him (HuBsoy) take it, 
that ho w»b all right ; just afterwards 
Hussey and Miss Josey went out, saying 
that they were going to the restaurant ; ac- 
cused and his friend also went out right after 
them ; accuaed as he was going made the re- 
mark, " He'i got stuff, so I guess I'll stay 
with him." That was the last witness Baw 
of the party. 

The cross-examination did not contain 
many material points. When Hussey and 
Josey had returned at about 4 o'clock on 
the Tuesday afternoon, the former's friend 
was atill waiting there for them. Husaey 
then told him that he had left the money up 
at the Trade Dollar, and after spending 
about ten minutes in the bouse tho two 
young men had gone away together with 
the expressed intention of going to tho 
saloon for the money. The next time they 
wero in the house — that night or the next — 
either Husaey or his friend passed the re- 
mark that they had not got back the money 
yet ; could get no trace of the money. 

Edward G. Marston, hackman, told on 
the stand how he had been summoned to the 
Trade Dollar on the Tuesday afternoon and 
on eaohing the saloon had been informed 
by the first witness that she wanted him 
to drive her and her friend (Hussey) 
home ; they did nob get into the 
hack at onoe, bub wenb into the bar-room — 
the girl, witness and Miller ; they had sev- 
eral drinks, which the girl ordered, calling 
up everybody in the house ; there were not 
more than seven there, including Aheren, 
who was behind the bar ; the witness, Josey 
Edwards, asked Aheren if her name was 
good for the drinks ; he replied that he 
guoBsed bo, but that she owed $5 for drinks 
already: "well," she said, "if I do I can 
pay it "; she pulled out some monty and 
paid over $5 in a bill ; then she gave htm §5 
more for the drinks — just one round, 
with not more than seven present, 
including witness and the bartender ; 
the usual price of the drinks 
had is 10 cents each, or 12A cents ; there 
was no change given the girl out of her §5 
note ; again the girl ordered up the drinks 
and they were supplied by Aheren ; she put 
up another $5 bill for the second round, and 
then when Bhe asked if there waB not somo 
change coming to her Aheren replied that 
there was, and gave her a $1 bill ; witness 
had advised her to look out for her change ; 
Btill another round of drinks waB ordered by 
the girl, who this time paid for, them with a 
$10 bill and was given $5 as her change ; 
shortly aftetwards witness drove her with 
Hassey and Millor to 127 Johnson street ; 
Hussey did not share in the drinks served 
in the barroom, which were straight whis- 
key, beer and cigars. 

Mr. Belyea frequently objeoted to the tes- 
timony of this witnesB being received, on the 
ground that it was in no woy relevant to the 
isBue. Even if the accuaed had charged ten 
times the proper price for drinka supplied 
over hia bor it waa no evidence of hia having 
robbed the prosecutor. The objections were 
duly noted. 

William Hussey, the prosecutor, told how 
he met the first witness in Joe Levy's restau- 
rant and went with her, another young 
woman and his friend Sam Hummen to the 
house on Johnson street, where he remained 
until about o o'olock. Knowing that his 
friend had money witnesB woke him up and 
got the oaBh away from him for safe keep- 
ing, eomo $340, which was counted over in 
the presence of the women— three §100 bills 
and the rest in twenties. 

Tho witneBB then proceeded to recount 
the happenings of the Tueaday morning ; 
how when he had left the houae with tho 
first witness acouBed hod followed them out 
and hailing them aBkod if they wouldn't 
have an early morning drink. How they 
then walked with him to his saloon, which 
he opened up. 

" I called for the drinks, and I paid for 
them," the witness continued, " out of a 
$20 bill ; I got my ohaDge all right, too ; 
then Constable Camoron came in and talked 
to mo for a littlo while, and then I went 
with tho first witnoss to tho restaurant, and 
we had breakfast ; wo thon got into a hack 
and drove down to tho Telegraph hotel and 
had a drink, and thon went back to the 
Trade Dollar ; it was quito light then ; Mr. 
Aheren had charge of tho bar ; wo had an- 
other drink, and I don't remember any thing 
that happenod after that ; I was taken very 
sick, and Frank Nelsen, tho hackman, 
drove me to a doctor's ; I can't say what 
time this was ; I had tho monoy all right 
whon I wont into tho Trade Dollar, and I 
hadn't ib when I camo out." 

In cross-examination tho witness said ho 
didn't know why he oamo to the conclusion 
that Aheren had taken tho money ; it was 
quito possible that tho girl might have taken 
it ; was sure ho did not givo her any. 

Hackman Frank Nolson Hopoaed to hav- 
ing d.-iven Hussoy over to Dr. Frank Hall's 
in roaponso to a call from tho Trade Dollar. 
The Doctor gavo prosecutor a prescription, 
which he waa told would be $1 At 
this time prosecutor had two $100 bills, a 
twenty and somo other bills bosides, which 
witnesa saw whon tho prescription wob paid 
for. Hussoy had apparently awakened from 
a sloop whon witness was called ; the girl 
was asleep ; tho proaooutor aeemod to know 
what ho waa cinincr, and aftor getting the 
modioino snid thut "o felt better. 

Tho nnse here r • cl for tho day, the ad- 
journment heirfc hi ii 10 o'olock thlB morn- 
ing.

Merry Pastimes and Games Peculiar 
to the Eve of All 
Saints' Day. 



Time-Honored Diversions for the 
Family Fireside— The Tests 
of True Love. 



Aa everybody knows, Hallow Eve, or Hal- 
lowe'en, us it ia the fashion to call it Binoo 
the- world hus come to appreciate Bobby 
Burns, is always celebrated on the 31st of 
Ootober. It is the evo or vigil of the Foaat 
of All Sainta, or Hallowmas, whioh ia set 
down in the church calendar for November 
I, and under tho ancient canons wus to be 
obaorvod, like ChriBtmaa evo and the vigils 
of all other feast days of the fli at olaaa, as a 
Benson of fasting and prayer in preparation 
for the reception of tho blessings expected 
to How from a proper observance of the 
feaat of the following day. 

In the popular mind, however, Hallow 
Evo ia anything but a faBfc day. It is far 
more generally observed as a season of home- 
ly rovolryand innoououB mischief— a sort of 
harmleBB saturnalia whose peculiar customs 
and half believed superstitions indicate 
their pagan origin and prove themsolves the 
linoal descendants of ancient divination and 

Many Hallow Evo customs of couroo aro 
almply merry games, with no other objoot 
than amusement. Most of them combine 
amusement with some sort of an attempt to 
peer into tho future. All of them, though, 
promote mirth among the young people, and 
their origin matters but little aiuco their in- 
fluence is b happy one. 

The apple customs are probably most 
numeroua. Ducking or bobbing for apples 
is provocative of muoh mirth, and every body 
knows how it is done. Trying to catch with 
the teeth aD apple swinging on a string from 
the ceiling or chandolier ia another merry 
pastime. Another form of this gamo ia 
played by balancing from the string a rod 
with an applo on ono end and a lighted 
oandlo or u littlo bag of flour at the other. 
The rod is twirled swiftly, and the game- 
sters, standing in a circlo, attempt to bite 
tho apple as ic passes by, but much ofteuer 
run their noses against tho candle or tho 
mealbag, with humoroua results. 

The hands of course must not be used in 
either of the games, but they may be turned 
to account in paring apples for divining pur- 
poses. The fruit muat be pared from bottom 
to top in one long, unbroken peeling. When 
an entire peeling has been secured, it must 
be taken up by ono end, waved thrioe 
around the head and allowed to fall back- 
ward over tho loft shoulder, forming on the 
floor one of the initials of the future spouse 
of the per s in Booking the knowledge. 

Eiting an apple before a mirror at mid- 
night on Hallow Eve has long been known 
to be a sure means of summoning the shade 
of a girl's true love to look in the glass over 
her shoulder. Going baokward down the 
cellar stairs, a candle in the right hand, a 
mirror in the left, is another charm of the 
samo kind and must be put to proof at the 
same uncanny hour. But these are un- 
sociable teBts, as the maiden muat be alone 
whin she does them, and that is probably 
the reason why more girls do not got ad- 
vance information concerning their futuro 
lords. 

Divination with melted lead is more aoci- 
nblo, aa any number can join tho circlo. 
The molten metal la pourod into a baBin of 
cold water, and the shape it assumes indi- 
cates the calling of tho fair icquirer's spouse, 
a gun or sword meaning a soldier, a book 
foretelling a preacher or profeBBor, a ehip 
denoting a Bailor, and bo on. Sometimes 
the metal will turn into an initial letter, 
however, and these must be cirefully looked 
after when nothing olso can bo made of it. 
Melted wui may be used instead of lead if 
preferred, but is not endowed with tho 
same potency, 

Burning nuta is a time honored way of 
testing a lover'a faithfulness. Two nuts 
are named, ono for the maiden and one 
for her love, and then they are placed 
side by side on tho top bar of tho gra e 
or a shovel hold over the fire. If they burst 
and fly apart, the lovers are uncongenial 
and will not bo happily mated, but if they 
" burn togither trimly," aB Burna puts it, 
the union is sure to be a happy one. 

Tho \rnmo of anap dragon is a good one for 
Hallow Eve. Salt and alcohol aro put into 
a shallow dish and set on fire. Then a few 
ruisins are thrown into tho diah, and before 
the tire ia spent each participant must try 
to snatch one of the raisina from the fljmea. 
It takes a little nervo to make the attempt, 
but success means a happy marriage within 
the year, while failure meanB nothing worso 
than a burned fingor. 



THE TRAMWAY SERVICE. 

To THE EDITOR :— In connection with the 
recent discussion re tho tramway service, it 
is a noteworthy faot that neither tho super- 
intendent nor the motorneors and conductors 
who have appoared in print make any bonos 
about admitting that tho service ianot what 
it should bo. Abide from all personalities 
and blackguardism, this faot ia admitted — 
the trams are not regular, and aa tho city 
has bton liberal enough iu tho grant made 
to the tramway as evidenced by tho churtor, 
it romaisa lor tho public to boo that value ih 
given in return. If the present rolling 
Ktock of tho company is insufficient to run a 
fifteen or even a twenty minute service let 
thorn fir a buitablo timc-tublo and stick to 
it. Better that half-hourly tripj be made 
on timo than that an orratic service, ub at 
prosent, bo continued. 

With respect to tho lottor from tho motor- 
neera and conductors (live in all, I think), 
it smacks very much of adding insult to 
Injury to lay tho blame on " fallon leavea 
audmud." Aro fallon loaves and mud such 
lormidablo obstacles that tho exereiao of en- 
gineering ability ia ncoefsary to koep tho 
cara moving? And aro wages so high and 
laborers so Bcarco that a few roadmen 
can not bo employed to do what 
tho conductors say themBolves should bo 
done -thu traak kept clear ? In view of 
the paltry amount whioh an improvement of 
this kind would represent it looks a littlo 
out of place for a public corporation to havo 
its employes plead ad miserimnliam in a 
public- print. Wo all know tho hardships 
to which conductors and motorneors aro 
uibjootcd, but is thoir lob any harder than 
that of hundreds of others who have to faco 
tho rigors "of cold, wot nights"? Ibis 
only reasonable to suppose that they aro nob 
so employed merely for the benefit of thoir 
health, 

Nor is this all, as tho fact of tho failure 
to run cara ovor tho lino whenitBuita tho 
oonveuieuco of the heads of tho compary to 
do bo ia a well known oomplaint. Will 
Bomeono riso and explain why during tho 
summer months, when thoro wero neither 
'* dead leavea " nor "mud" to detain tho 
carB, tho Oak Bay junction wbb bo often 
made tho terminus of the run out on Fort 
•street? This was and is done timo and 
timo again, Furthermore, if the company 



has the privilege of running its track out to 
the city limits (and beyond) and oolleoting 
lOo. for a single fare, haB nob the oity coun- 
cil the privilege of making them operate the 
line continuously instead of dumping people 
out at tho hospitalgate? Thosuperintendenb, 
or whatever his cilice Is, asks for fair play, 
and I think if tho oity fathers will only 
stand by and see fair play allowod tho pub- 
lio will be satisfied ; but theaa dignitarioa 
seem to be afraid to say anything.

DH. CAMPBELL ON THE 
QCITY OV MAN." 

To the Editor :— Wo ought to bo very 
thankful when ministers cf Dr Campbell's 
learning have the couiuge to address thoir 
people on a subject of so groat interest as 
tho "Antiquity of Man," and upon whioh 
there is so wide a divergence of opinion. 

A oorreBpondence on thiaaubjeot in your 
oolumnB though it would give riso to end 
leas interesting letters exproBBivo of tho 
views held by different writers would be 
deplored by all true scientiata aa in no way 
helping to tho solution of thia question. I 
will therefore bo as briof as possible in my 
remarks. 

I know Dr. Campboll expresses tho opinion 
of a largo and growing school, who ftol com- 
pelled to give man on existence long prior to 
Adam. At present, and in faoe of this 
strong consensus of opinion in favor of this 
theory, I have not folt oompolled by any 
evidence yot offered to go back further than 
the Bible rocord for tho antiquity of man. 

I do not think that cave deposits 
or fossi 1 remains aro strong enough 
evidonco of tho existence ot a pre- 
Adamito race. The judgment ia gener- 
ally formed from what wo know of too oo- 
tion of firo and water at the present time, 
hut it is possible in those past agea of gen- 
et al dieturbance and upheaval that all those 
forces acted much more powerfully and 
quickly than we can now ostimato. 

lam fairly acquainted with tho argu 
merits on both Bides, and I may suggeBt the 
Sc <toh expreosion " not proven," or, as that 
grpat authority Sir J. W. Dawson says, 
" Geology seoms to show that men existed 
before Adam ; tho pendulum of the clock of 
time may still take its backward swing and 
prove that man did not start with an earlier 
history than Adam." 

It does not beconio ua to bo dogmatic, but 
to approach all theories with an open mind. 

My object in writing is not so much to 
comment on this part of hia leoturo as to 
make my protest against straining Soripturo 
to Btipport non Scriptural theoriea. When 
God haa not revealed himself iu His wrltton 
word, we may learn sometimes from tho 
silenoe of Scripture. 

Although wo do not now place muoh 
credenco on Biblical chronology, yet it is ad- 
mitted that the age of man before the flood 
waB very great. And at tho timo of Cain'a 
crlmo thoro may have been many Bona and 
daughters descendants of Adam and Eve 
through several generations ; there is no 
reason why the numbers should nob havo 
been quite considerable. It is curioua that 
Dr. Campbell haa entirely overlooked thia 
important factor. It ie generally supposed 
that Cain and Abel may have been about 
120 yeara old at the time of the murder of 
Abel, at all eventa there sesma no doubt thut 
Cain was a married man. 

It is accepted by both Jewish and Chris- 
tian commentora that tho "children of God " 
were tho descendants of Soth ; for of him 
only it is said that Adam, who was created 
after the imago of God, begot a son in his 
own likeneBa after his image" (Seth. " To 
call themaelveB by the name of the Lord) and 
Gan. iv. 2G, "Then began men to call upon 
the name of the Lord." 

But what aro we to make of such a par- 
aige as this ? " The Bona of the gods " 
may have been " idolaters of a pro-Adamic 
race, who intermarried with tho de- 
scendants of Adam — thus the blacks 
saw tho whites labor than their 
own women and intermarried with them." 
So then, the blaok pro Adamio races were the 
"eona of God," and tho daughters or 
descendants of Cain were fair. A diff-jrent 
principle to thia aeems to have always 
prevailed. The good havo generally been 
painted white ana the bad black, but Dr. 
Cimpboil adopts an oppoui'e course, for he 
makes the " sons of God" black and tho 
" daughters of men" fair 

If Dr. Campbell will sit down with pen- 
cil and paper and draw his pr. -Adamio 
" Bon of God," according to D.rwiu'.- 
description ot tho pre-Adamite human animal 
he will find the picturo will bear a striking 
resemblance to the traditional pic tires of 
him who is supposed to be the fatner of 
most dark things and is generally p tinted 
very black. Ho must have been a 
hairy brute, with long ears, ouninu 
teeth very long, thick undor j»w ; a o.udal 
appendago and the fore too very much elnn 
gated. This pro-Adamite " son of God " is 
too grotesque. I, for my part, prefer almost, 
the Simian ancestor ; I um content, in pref- 
erence to either, with the beautiful dcecrfp 
tion given in the Bible of tho creation of 
Adam and Evo, and to claim my ancestry 
from them. 

I think we may conclude that tho more 
Scripture and science aro studied together 
we need not fear that either will puffer at 
tho hands of the devout student. Religion 
mu»t fcO hand in hand with science. 

I had hoped that Dr. Campbell had been 
incorreotly reported, but us your report has 
nob been challenged wo may arauo upon it 
as correct.

Mr. W. H. Mercer, of tho Colonial office, 
London, who as representative of the Brit- 
ish government accompanied Mr. Sandford 
Fleming, commissioner of the Canadian gov- 
ernment to Hawaii in the intereBt of the 
proposed. trans-Pacific onblo, arrived in 
town yesterday morniDg by the steamer 
Rosalie from the Sound. 

" Our visit to Hawaii," said Mr. Meroor, 
" was the result of the resolutions passed 
at the Intercolonial conference at Ottawa 
favoring cible communication with the 
AuBtralaaian colonies by way of Canada 
By the oonference Canada waa practically 
made the agent for endeavoring to c*rry 
out the wishes of that oonference. By the 
cable line now existing between Australia 
and Great Britain the rates are very high, 
and tho ol j 'ot of the proposed cable is to 
give an alternative line and lower ratoB. It 
was distinctly a business proposition that 
we put befoio tho Hawaiian government 
Of aourso we were not authorized to mako 
any definite bargain. For yeara tho Haw- 
aiiaua have been offering a Bubaidy for 
a cable to North America, but 
though the projiot of a cable to 
S»n Francisco has been discussed for a 
number of years it Beema no nearer than it 
waa at first. For my part- and I think it 
must be obviouB (o every ono —I believe that 
a cable ending at Honolulu would not be a 
commercial BuccesB, for thore would not be 
sufficient business to warranb It. With a 
oable touching at Honolulu and oxtended 
thence to Australia tho situation ia entiroly 
different. 

" Hawaii ia as it might ba called the first 
station on the route of a oable across tho Pa- 
cific. Mind you, I don't mean it is at all 
essential that the cable should land at tho 
Hawaiian Islands. It is juab as praoticabie 
to give Hawaii the go-by and make the first 
landing atago on Fanning Island. The 
distance ia some six hundred miles 
further and tho transmission of mea 
Bages would be somewhat slower, but not 
enough to make any great difference. From 
Fanning island there ia a choice of a number 
of routes by way of tho Gilbert islands or 
Fiji, or a numbBr of other ways, and alt on 
British territory. The idea that the Paoifio 
is too deep to lay a cable to Fanning island 
is altogether erroneous and quite opposed to 
Bcience. It has been Baid that at a great 
depth the pressure would be too much for 
tho cible. It would bo nothing of the kind 
Cables have been Buocossfully laid at quite 
as great a depth as that encountered on the 
whole route across tho Pacific. In fact the 
great things that aro to be feared are shal- 
low water whore there would be great frio 
tiou on coral reefs and uIho volcanic erup- 
tions, which of course might happen at any 
depth. 

Mr. Mercer went on to explain that he 
and Mr. Fleming in putting the project be 
fore the Hawaiian government made a sug 
gestion that one of the small islands should 
bo leased as a landing stage for the cablo, 
and a subsidy of §35,000 for fifteen years bo 
given to establish and maintain cable com 
munication with Canada. No exolnsive 
rights were asked. In return the rates from 
Honolulu would be one (billing a word for 
ordinary messages, ninepence for govern 
mcnt messages and sixpence for press mes- 
sages. " This was not a definite agreement, 
you must understand," said Mr. Meroor, 
" Wo merely gave them this as a suggestion 
and said we would recommend our respect- 
ive governments in case Hawaii made their 
offer to give the rates we quoted, Neither we 
nor the Hawaiian government had the power 
to enter into a definite agreement. Ap 
proval will have to be asked from \\ ashing 
ton by the Hawaiian government. There is, 
of course, no question of ceding land, it is 
simply a lease on a oommercial basis to a 
company or to the British government, 
whlohever it shall bs decided upon shall 
run the cable, of a cable landing station. 
Peoplo talk of Neoker island aa the best 
place, but I don't think that island would 
be chosen at all, as there are soveral small 
islands in the same archipelago fur more 
suitable. 

" Whether tho cablo ahall be undertaken 
by a company guaranteed by the various 
oountriea intercated or by the British gov- 
ernment and leased to a company arc mat- 
ters of detail to be settled. What has to bo 
found out first is how far the various ooun- 
triea will agree to assist in the scheme, and 
then our government will bo able to see just 
upon what basis tho scheme can be worked 
out." 

Mr- Mercer left this morning for Van- 
couver whore ho will join Mr. Fleming, who 
went thore direct I rem San Francisco, 
They will then go direct to Ottawu, and 
from thenoo Mr. Merser will return to 
England. 

THE GOVERNOR-GENERAL, 

Preparations Golni; Forward Rapidly for the 
Approaching visit to Victoria. 

There were moetings yostorday of the 
variouB committees which are looking after 
tho arrangements for tho Governor- General's 
visit. Most of the time was spent in re- 
ceiving reports of details from sub-commit- 
teea and approving of what had been done 
by them. A number of men have already 
been engaged securing evergreens for tho 
decoration of the drill hall, and to-day tho 
adornment of tho hall will bogin. Messrs. 
Robertson and Falconor wero appointed on 
tho sub committee of tbo decoration commit- 
too ; Moasrs. Ridgtvay Wilaon and Muir will 
attend to tho drill hall, and Messrs. Fal- 
coner, Robertson and JonBon to decoratiug 
at the outer wharf. An official invitation, 
with the city's soal upon it, ia to bo sent to 
tho Govornor-Goneral and tho Countess sf 
Aberdoon by the Mayor. 

For tho ball a gallery Ib to bo oreoted for 
tho band, and the two side galleries will bo 
conntctod by other galloriea at the ends, bo 
that a promenade will extond righb round 
tho building, Reception and dressing rooms 
will bo arrangod, and the wholo place made 
aomfortable and pleasant. 

Tho time of arrival and just what the 
Govornor-General's movements will bo aro 
not yet definitely ascertained. Tho ball in- 
vitations will ba out to day. Ab a conven- 
lonco to tho publio, somo of the ball com- 
mittoo will bo in attondanco in one of the 
drill hall rooms during the Saturday ovon- 
ing promonado concert, for tho purpose of 
supplying ball tlokets to those who wish to 
sooure them. 

The Sir William Wallaoo Society ore mak- 
ing groat preparations for tho coming visit, 
and " ta kilties " will appear in foroo at the 
outer wharf to welcomo tho Govornor-Gon- 
oral. ■

CLIPPERS FOR SOUTH AFRICA. 

Tuconia's Latest Maritime Departure— A Line 
Which Will Call at Australian and 
Seuth Pacific Ports. 

Tacoma, Oot. 29.— Tho British Bhip 
Lovernbunk, which sailed for Delagoa bay, 
South Afrioa, the other day, is in charter 
by tho Pugot Sound and South Africa line 
of steam and ollpper shipB, and is the third 
olipper ship of that lino to loavo the Sound. 
She has 2,000,000 feet of lumber from the 
Taooma mid, consiating of flooring, ceil- 
ing and a large consignment of doors and 
window frames. A large consignment 
of oanned beef from the Cudahy 
Packing Company, of Kansas City, 
tinned salmon from the Columbia river 
and tinced fruits alto composed part 
of her cargo. There was besides a 
consignment of oanned vegetables, the entire 
cargo being worth $-40,000 In Bpeaking of 
the return cargoes that the shipa will bring 
baok General J. M. Ashton, attorney of the 
Northern Paoifio, says : " Tho shipB will 
bring baok from Afrioa gold, silver and cop- 
per ores for smelting at the Tacoma Bmelter, 
sugar, coffee and the products of Cape 
Town, tho Islanda of Madagascar and Java. 
On their way to Delagoa bay the steamers 
of tho line will go by tho way of tho Straits 
of Magellan and the Cape of Good Hope, 
but in coming baok they will probably 
ooine east aoross tho Indian ooean, touch- 
ing at Australia, New Zealand and the 
Sandwioh islands. Thi« change of route 
ooming baok will be to Beoure cargo, as it 
will be harder to obtain a oargo for Ameri- 
can ports in Afrioa than it will be for the 
stoamshipa to secure an outgoing oargo on 
Puget sound. The dlstanco by way of Aus- 
tralia is only 70 miles farther than by way 
of the straits of Magellan." 

Tho shipa will probably touoh abSan Fran- 
oIbco on the return trip in order to oomplete 
cargo. It will take between aix and seven 
weeks for a Btoamer to mako the trip from 
the Sound to South Afrioa. The ollpper 
shipa will nob make tho trip in Iesa tban 
four months, and will probably be a month 
or Bix months longer. A large twln-sorew 
British stoamBhip had been chartered by the 
company, but her owners obtained a ohanoe 
to Bell bor at a profit to the Chinese gov- 
ernment to bo used In transporting troops 
and the oharter was cancelled. 

Manager F. R. Lingham said, in speaking 
of the number of vesaela whioh the new line 
would operate : " There will be aix olipper 
ships and two steamships. The Bteamships 
will bo especially built .for this sorvico, and 
will mako a trip each onco in GO days. A 
clipper ship will leave tho Sound onco in 30 
days." Upon the subjeot ol roturn cargoes 
Manager Lingham said before leaving : 
" We can bring back coal from South Africa 
to South American pciuts ; bub our ships 
will bring baok copper ore, found in abun- 
dance on tho line of the Delagoa Bay rail- 
road, near Pretroria, tho capital of the South 
African republic. The ore will run from 10 
to 15 por cent, ooppor. We can carry ib to 
the Tacoma smelter for $5 a ton. There is a 
good demand for timber there, whioh bos 
heretofore been coming from tbe Baltic sea, 
Russia, Finland, Norway and Sweden. 
With the establishment of our line of ate&m- 
shlps, running in couneotion with the Neth- 
erlands railway at the easte<-n terminus, wo 
are going to try and oompete with that 
trade. Tho oargo of the Levernbank will bo 
landed at Delagoa bay and ehippod direct to 
Johannesburg." 

HAWAIIAN SUGAR CROP. ,, 

The Outlook Encouraging —Irrigation Ha* 
Solved the (Question of Had Seasons. 

San Francisco, Oot. 29. — Tbe outlook for 
tho Hawaiian sugar crop of 1895 Is very 
flattering. For yoars this industry has been 
in a depreased condition. This has been 
due in part to successive seasons of drouth. 
The dry seasons have taught the sugar grow- 
ers a lesion. Most of them no longer de- 
pend on the elements alone for water. Im- 
monse reservoirs for the storage of water 
have been built in the mountains where the 
rainfall is always very heavy. From these 
reservoirs the water is conduoted to the 
plantations across hills and sandy plains by 
meana of wooden or iron aqucduota, In some 
oases as far as forty miles. For one, the 
Hawaiian Commercial and Sugar Company 
has expended nearly $150,000 In the devel- 
opment of its water supply this year, and 
now has over seventy miles of ditohes. The 
sugar crop of 1895, which will begin to como 
into markot very soon, is eBtimatod at 150,- 
000 tons. 



FRA9ER RIVER BRIDGE. 

One of the Tenderers Objects to the Com- 
petency of the New York Consult- 
11 lug Engineer. 

New Westminster, Oct. .'10.— (Special) — 
Tho city council have referred to tho bridge 
committee a lottor from H. P. Boll, of Vic- 
toria, one of tho tenderers, in which Mr. 
Bell says that he objects to tho remarks of 
Mr. Coopor (tho consulting onginoer of New 
Vork, to whom tho tondors wero submitted) 
ua being injurious and unjustifiablo. Tho 
lottor is a very long ono, and in it Mr. Boll 
attempts to prove that Mr. Cooper's refor- 
oncos to his tender are inoorreot, au ho had 
consulted vory eminent engineers, while the 
engineers of the Eastern States did not 
undorstand what waa needed in u river liko 
the Eraser.
